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Musing in a Museum With Skeletonsand Skulls 


By BARNETT McKINLEY 


T reads like a night in a chamber of 
horrors. After you get past the British 
Columbia rattlesnake at the door of 

the Provincial Museum, they make you 
sign. the visitors’ book. 

If ¥ou are down for the full tour, they 
do this in case you die of fright and have 
to be identified later. 

The way leads on past a 20-foot totem 
with four gargoyles. The foot of, the stair- 
way is guarded by a monstrous stuffed 
bear. 

The stairway narrows as you climb. By 
the time you mount to a wicket gate 
marked “Staff Only,” you are beginning to 
feel a little like Alice in Wonderland, and 
the museum biologist is making you nerv- 
ous as he rattles keys and takes his time 
opening a door leading to the attic 

It's a good idea to take a look out one 
of those little windows at the peaceful 
harbor scene before you go through that 
door, Because just inside you are going 
to come upon all that’s left of Davidson's 
whale. 

Most of us would phone Davidson right 
away if we had a thing like that on our 
premises. But not the museum biologist. 
As you slide past the huge bare cranium 
and the 30-foot spine obstinately attached 
to it, you notice that he Is giving David- 
son's whale an affectionate pat.

Once safely past the whale you fee) 
ready for anything. True, you're unde- 
niably shaky. But as you pass through 
several more gloomy passages without 
anything jumping out at you, there is a 
slight relaxing of your guard 

And it’s nearly fatal. 

For just at that moment a door swings 
dramatically open and you're face to face 
with a room full of skulls. Exactly 6,360 
of them—if you are the type that likes 
your skulls classified. 

Don't ask who counts them. It’s a chill- 
ing thought Uf you are alone with a man 
who acte pally with the skeleton of David- 
son's whale. 

Visitors to the skull room usually like to 
get down to some nice prosaic statistics— 
it seems to ease the natural tension they 
feel at finding themselves trapped at the 
top of a museum witha skull expert. 

ie Na ee baer 

The first thing they like to get estab- 
lished is that all the skulls are animal 
skulls. The biologist tells them the skulls 
once belonged to British Columbia 
mammals, 

“Each one has a story,” he smiles. 
visitor believes him. 

“No human skulls?” the visitor asks, still 
nervous, 

“Humans are anthrapoids,” 


The 


says the 


biologist, scornfully; “not mammals.” 


By this time the visitor is getting too 
interested to be frightened, and some of 
the facts and figures on the museum's 
skull collection begin ito impress him. 

Besides the odd 5,000 mamma! skulls the 
museum has a large collection of skulls of 
native birds, They have everything from 
a hummingbird to an albatross right now. 
But they are not going to talk about bird 
skulls until the collection is complete. 

It's different with the mammal skulls. 
The biologist calls this a “pretty good col- 
lection.” 

But there's one thing, He's short of 
grizely bear skulls. Oh, he'® got a couple, 
but he needs more, He'd like to have it 
made known that the museum could do 
with all those old grizzly skulls you've had 
about the house and have been too lazy 
to through away.

The biologist starts with the weasel 
family when he begins to describe his 
skulls, 

It goes like this he says; Sea otter, land 
otter (‘a different beast altogether”), 
mink. Then the terrestrial forms, wolver- 
Ine, badger, fisher, marten, weasel. And, 


= of course, the skunk. . 


Then there's the bears, British Colum- 
bia has members of most of the 40 races 
of bears described, the biologist states. 
Byt he says the races were described in a 
day when “every” bear seen was thought 
to be of a different race 

“Theoretically you could climb five dif- 
ferent mountains in British Columbla and 
find five different races of bears.” 

But the theory is biologically unsound, 
he says. 

He thinks that the grizzly bear in British 
Columbia should be “revised,” which 
sounds a little risky even for a man on 
familiar terms with Davidson's whale. 

The famous Kermode white bear of the 
Princess Royal Island area is only a geo- 
graphic race of black bears, he claims. 

“Sometimes,” he says, “The white bears 
hae black cubs — which would seem to 
prove that they are really black bears 
after all.”

In the cat family, British Columbia 
boasts only the cougar and the lynx. 

Next come the skulls of the ungulates.

Finally there's the big and little rodents.

Your F ingerprints Give You Away

® the day coming when every man, 
| woman and child will be compelled 

to allow the. police to take his or het 
fingerprints, 

The probability would have seemed out- 
Tageous once upon a time, but all travel- 
ers from Europe to the United States— 
including the English—have to submit to 
fingerprinting, and it was recently re- 
vealed that the F.B.I. Identification Divi- 
sion in Washington now .has 100,000,000 
sets of prints in their files, Now from 
Scotland Yard—British police headquar- 
ters—comes the suggestion that all ex- 
isting’ prints should be pooled to form a 
world fingerprint library. 

That fingerprints are still the world’s 
most foolproof and convenient system of 
human Identification, was proved by the 
prints of three girl babies not long ago. 
The three were uniovular triplets, formed 
by the splitting of a single cell and, as 
auth, ought to have been more identical 
than quads and quins. 

Identical down to fingerprints? The 
experts apprehensively wondered, and 
prints were taken.’ Although two sets were 
similar, all three showed distinct differ- 
ences. 

TWINS DIFFERENT 

When Professor Growther, of London 
University, almilarly recently discovered 
alrhost identical prints in a pair of twins, 
microscopic examination eventually re- 
vealed no leas than 11 differences. 

Fingerprints have, of course, been forged 


and faked. In an astonishing case in the 
United States, a medium duplicated the 
prints of a dead man at her seancesr After 
the lighta went up the prints could be 
clearly seen on the graphite dust of the 
table. From an impression of the orig- 
inal prints, taken in life, an ingenious 
rubber stamp had been made. 

Its prints, however, could not stand up 
to chemical analysis, J. L. Macfaddin, of 
the New York Police Department, discoy- 
ered an intricate system by which a per- 
son's fingerprint could be placed on a sur- 
face he had never touched, The process 
involves a “mirror print” and a “reversal” 
but the resulting “print” is so amudged 
that it could never be used in a court of 
law, . 
WITHOUT AN ERROR 

Bince the Henry system was adopted at 
Becotland Yard 40 years ago, 57,000 identi- 
fications havé been made without error. 
Crooks know the danger of prints so well 
that Dillinger, the kingpin gangster, oblit- 
erated the characteristics of his fingers 
with acid. When the G-men uitimately 
fot him, {t was found that the skin of his 
burned fingers had grown again—and the 
“dabs” were found to be identical with 
his original printa, 

Another crook, when his fingerprints 
were taken, contrived to get them printed 
in the wrong order, impressing the third 
finger where the second should have been 
—but the breakdown didn't last long.

Will Africa Be a Third Indian: State?

of the Durban racial riots has been 

m quick check-up among the 
Union's northern neighbors — Kenya, 
Uganda, Tanganyika, and the Rhodesias 
—of their own Indian populations, and the 
results are alarming. 

In Kenya in 1935 there were 40,000 
Indians, Today there are 85,000 and they 
are arriving there by hundreds each 
month. ; 

In the same lod Uganda's Indians 
have increased fr 15,000 to 27,000, while 
Tanganyika’s Indian population has gone 
Up from 33,000 to 58,000. 

In the Rhodesias, the only African ter- 
ritory outside the Union that keeps a tight 
rein on Indian infiltration, figured’ have 
risen from 5,000 to 7,000. Even in the 
British Protectorate of Bechuanaland 
(Seretsae Khama's country) 66 Indians in 
1939 have multiplied themselves into 2,000 
today. 

To these figures add 300,000 Indians tn 
the Union and you are getting up to the 
half-million mark. 

The ridts in Durban spotlighted the 
question of Indians in Africa, and feeling 
in the Union Is that if the Indians exploit 
natives in other parta of Africa as they 
have been doing for years in Natal, then 
“folks up’ North” are in for a packet of 
trouble some day. 

To which any Kenya settler could reply: 
“Indians exploiting our natives? The poor 
whites are the ones they are exploiting 
most, old chap”—and he would be right.

CONCERT MUSIC 

NEW YORK (U.P,)—The enthusiasts 
are pressingly eager for you to appreciate 
the music of Gustave Mahler—as you must 
know. Putting aside his baton, Conduc- 
tor Bruno Walter sits himself down at a 
plano and accompanies his fellow-cultist 
Desi Halban, soprano, in eight of that 
master’s songs (Columbia; three 10-inch.) 

Pretty Desi and Walter prove easily that 
Mahler is less tedious in his songs than 
in his symphonies. First of all, his songs 
are much shorter, And in them he does 
not strive with might and main to create 
something so very special it is all but 
without antecedents. Several of these 
eight achieve the very great distinction 
of being sincere atid moving expressions. 
Miss Halban sings them all with no fuss or 
frill, with a guileless directness. The re- 
cording is unkind to Walter's plano and no 
comment on his prowess as accompanist, is 
allowable. As a whole, this is a rewarding 
album. 


TWO STRAUSS BONGS 

But more immediately potent is a 12~ 
inch single of two songs of Richard Gtrauss 
—Morgen” and “Befreit,” as sung by Mar- 
fan Anderson, contralto, (RCA Victor) 
Unlike Mahler, Strauss never has the 
slightest trouble communicating with your 
aesthetic, beauty-seeking heart. In these 
songs he merely speaks and your heart 
hears—thanks in large part, no doubt, to 
Miss Anderson's flawless interpretations 
and the accompaniments of Franz Rupp 
This is the first domestic recording of 
“Befreit.” 

Speaking of song, Vox has advanced its 
Bach aria project by issuing @ second al- 
bum of the Bach Aria Group, William H. 
Schelde, director (three 10-inch). It = 
tains four arias and, like its predeceSsor, 
makes easily accessible some of the gems 
from the greatest single trove of music. 


The fact that there has been no trouble 
through Central and East Africa is a 
pretty good indication that the Durban 
riots are not an organized uprising but 
purely local spontaneous outbursts. 

TAKING OVER COUNTRY 

The Indians In Kenya have a far greater 
chance of taking over the country than 
the Natal Indlans will ever have of tdking 
over Natal, 

And if whatever Union government ts 
in power legisigfes to make doubly sure 
that as far as the Union is concerned it is 
the Zambesi and not the Ganges that 
flows in Africa, you'd have to fight 2,500,000 
white South Africans if you wanted it 
otherwise, 

The average South African regards the 
Indian problem as something peculiar to 
the Union. The publication in various 
organs since the riots of the numbers of 
Indians inhabiting neighboring states has 
come as a great surprise. 

They believe now there is more behind 
Dr, Malan’s invitation to those nelghbors 
to come to the Union for a chat this year 
than just a friendly get-to-know-you invi- 
tation. It is easier for an Indian to get 
into Kenya these days than it is for a

just cannot understand that any more 
than they can understand the fact that 
there are five elected Indians in the Kenya 
Parliament. 


The people are just beginning to realize 
now the impact of Indiana on the 
economic, social and political life of Africa, 
“One day, 50 years from now, we will read 
of some British M.P. moving in the House 
of Commons that: the third Indian State 
be given Commonwealth status,” a Goy- 
ernment official commented to me. 

The same ocean into which the Zambesi 
flows washes the shores of India, and an 
Indian in Bombay is at heart the same 
Indian in Durban, Salisbury and Nairobi. 

Faced with the fact of mass colonization 
across the sea of an intelligent, fast- 
increasing race, what \s there to do? 

The Union Government believes that if 
the whites are to’ stay in uth Africa 
there Is much to do in the way of segre- 
gation and liberal control é 

There is no indication that the nelgh- 
boring territories ‘are much concerned. 
There are people in the Union who are 
firmly convinced that Whitehall's policy 
is to hand over Africa to the natives and 
Indians anyhow, \ 

The Union Government has summed up 
the Indian situation neatly: “Seldom, ‘f 
ever, has a people advanced in so short a 

_, time from such depths of want, illiteracy, 
physical and spiritual degradation, to such 
heights of plenty, liberty and opportunity 
as the Indians in South Africa.”

Prosecution of 


Communists 


Urged by Filipino Board 


ANILA (U.P) —The House un-Fill- 
M pino activities committee, in a 98- 

page report on Communism in the 
Philippines, urged the immediate prose- 
cution’ of Communist party members, even 
“though it suggested that the supreme court 
rule again on the party's legality 

The Philippine Sypreme Court ruled on 
October 26, 1932, that the Communist 
party in the Phillippines is “clearly illegal.” 
Twenty Communists went to prison as a 
result. They were subsequently pardoned 
and the party resumed something Like 
normal activities in 1938. 

The House committee contended that 
the 1932 decision is still binding. The 
prosecution of Communists, its report 
held, “is a step in the solution of the peace 
and order problem in this country which, 
in our opinion, cannot much longer be 
deferred.” 

QUEZON QUOTED 

Mariano P. Balgos, labor leader who is 
secretary-general of the Communist party 
here, told the committee that the late 
President Manuel Quezon gave the Com- 
muniste “absolute pardon” and »that, 
thereupon the party revised ita econstitu- 
tion and became legal. 

"It ls unfair to drag the good name of 
the Jate illustrious President Quezon in 
these Investigations because he can no 
longer answer back,” the committee con- 
tended. ’ 

The report, however, quoted the fol- 
lowing from a Quezon speech: “I am 
against Communism. I am a firm believer 
tn the Institution of private property .. . 
Should anyone attempt to convert every 
Filipino into a Red, the Government 
should act without loss of time.” 


which the committee described as a Com- 
munist front group, was organized to fight 
the Japanese. 


“The global war gave the Communists 
in this country thelr greatest opportunity 
to forge out a strong revolutionary move- 
ment in which not only the Communists 
and... fellow travelers were involved, 
but also thousands who had no knowledge 
of the true aim of the Communist move- 
ment in any way whatsoever,” the report 
asserted 

The present five-month congressional 
investigation of Communism in the Phil- 
ippines brought certain identification of 
only two Communist party memvers. . 

The wun-Filipino activities committee 
named a Manila labor leader, Mariano P. 
Balgos, and the Hukbalahap supréme com- 
mander, Luis M. Taruc; as party members 
—a fact that neither had tried to conceal, 

The committee also found that 89-per- 
sons had signed the Communist loyalty 
oath, It did not publish their names, 
however, saying that such action would be 
left to the proper authorities for criminal 
action. 

CHINESE GAINS NOTED 

The committee noted with considerable 
discomfort the gains of Chinese Commo- 
niste and warned that “this country can 
become another China in a shorter time 
than we care to admit” if the Red prob- 
lem is neglected. 

The committee said the situation in 
China today should not be the cause of 
“hopeless dismay,” adding that “internal 
aggression rather than external invasion 
is the immediate threat to this republic 
from the Communists.” 

“The victory of the Communists there 
(China) cannot but provide a certain ae- 
gree of inspiration on the part of our 
local Communists,” the committee re- 
ported. “In fact, this country may expect 
the Intensification of the Hukbalahap ac- 
tivities and the development of political 
Pressures from quarters accessible to the 
Communists, if not from the Communists 
themselves.”

Undoubtedly the Hindu, Moslem and 
Christian invasions of these Islands of 
the Seas, have evolved a disproportionate 
economic condition which is a basic cause 
of unrest and dissatisfactior. The Hindu 
eultural trend, introduced a religion which 
developed the Oriental artistic gifts. Su- 
perb temples were erected and man wor- 
shipped the unknown God The next 
strata was an Islamic compulsion to wor- 
ship Allah, This simple faith appealed to 
the Oriental mind, and although retaining 
much of the Buddhistic ritual, Islam was 
embraced by al) but a few of these Inter- 
esting people.

To 
obtain coffee by a system of Government 
monopoly. To cultivate sugar, tea, rub- 
ber, etc. at slave wages. The occidental 
became fabulously rich by the exploitation 
of the Oriental. After years of labor the 
native would be absorbed into the Kam 
pong (village! brotherhood of Islam, I do 
not. know a native word for “pension.” The 
Oriental, like the elephant, has a reten- 
tive memory

In those days when the bandmaster was 
too tired "to teach or eat he used ‘to write

He won a prize for “My Old Canadian 
Home,” and a lot of satisfaction out of 
“Corned Beef and Cabbage,” which may 
have been symbolic of something 

Nobody but the bandmaster himself was 
surprised when this unrelenting diet of 


music, poetry and poor cooking put him 
in the hospital 

A lot of people, including the band- 
master, were surprised when he was dis- 
charged following his illness to discover 
that his band had been taken over by an 
organization and his baton in other hands. 

Mr. Rowles says he was paid a nominal 
fee for his instruments, which were 
pretty battered anyway.” 

Eventually the instruments found their 
way to the School Board where they were 
used in the first Victoria school band. 


STARTING A BAND 

There's only one thing for a bandmaster 
without a band to do, With the money 
obtained for his battered instruments Mr. 
Rowles bought more instruments and 
started all over again. This was Just about 
the time the war broke out. 

George Dyson, old-time Victorian, was 
first president of this Victoria Boys’ Band 
and gave the organization a boost about 
this time and Interested others in the 
band's welfar® 

At this period, too, the first uniforms 
were bought—the featured blue and red 
that is now a familiar sight In Victoria. 
Parents’ committee was also active at this 
time, especially boys’ mothers who liked 
the idea of their sons playing in a band 
instead of onthe street. 

They held socials and rummage sales 
to ralse funds. Mr, Rowles seized upon the 
money and bought some more instruments 
So he could teach more boys and have a 
bigger band. 

A lot of trophy and musical blue ribbon 
winning was done during this period, 
which lasted until just two years ago 

Mr. Rowles seemed to be set for musical 
easy street 

Then his eyes began to fail. Eventually 
he had to go to the hospital again—this 
time for an operation. 

When he came out he found himself 
once more relegated to the background 
This time he was “honorary bandmas{ér.” 

That was like making Man-o-War an 
honorary race horse 

Eventually he was given surplus instru- 
ments and the old band uniforms. Once 
more he was a small man with a baton 
looking for a band. 

But it was a lot better than in the days 
when he was $600 in debt and small*boys 
used to wall on his doorstep for their 
cornet lessons 

NEVER GIVES IN 

Within a few months he was back in 
action again with the beginnings of the 
present Victoria Boys’ Band. He had to 
study scores with the aid of a magnifying 
glass, but the only thing that keeps him 
from having a band with about 200 boys 
In it is the fact that his front room, which 
is about 16 by 14, won't hold any more 
youngsters at band practice 

Mr. Rowles, who is a musical terror for 
his size, says that he “never gives in.”

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California Observing Historic Events 


By RUTH L. SCAMMON 
AN, FRANCISCO (UP), —- California, 
S the land of the “Days of '49" and the 
Gold Rush, ts celebrating the most 
colorful year of its three-year centennial. 

Although the Golden State his under- 
taken the sizeable task of celebrating its 
100th birthday during 1948, 1949 and 1950, 
the days of the “49er" are best known to 
the rest of the nation. 

California ts the only state that needs 
three years to observe its centennial. The 
reason is that there were three distinct 
periods in its statehood, the first of which 
drew’ gold-fevered population from 
throughout the nation, and thé third, 
formation of a state. : 

The eentennia! program has been set up 
this way by the California Centennials 
Commission: 


1948—Discovery of gold. 

1949—The gold rush, 

1950—Statehood, 

Last year, the success of the commission 
in co-ordinating a three-year program 
was proved when hundreds of people in 
small mountainous gold-mining commu- 
nities and elsewhere through the state 
held their own celebrations of the discov- 
ery of gold. 

The observance started the first part of 
last year with a pageant and a full-blown 
parade, complete with Hollywood movie 
stars, in the little town of Coloma in Ei 
Dorado county where gold was first dis- 
covered by James Marshall in a mill race 
owned by Capt. John Sutter. 

Thousands of persons trekked to the 
small community, population 170, which 
was probably more people than the moun- 


Wilkins Proposes Arctic Port 


HE PAS, Man. (UP). — Submersible, 

treight-carrying ships moving in and 

out of the Hudson Bay seaport of 
Churchill, Man., is the vision of Sir Hubert 
Wilkins, famed Arctic explorer and mem- 
ber of the United States military planning 
division.

He said his Nautilus, in 
which he made submarine trips beneath 
the polar ice-cap tn 1931, was equipped 
with such a tube. It had thermal ice-cut- 
ters on top, he said. "And the mosquitoes 
have been using this principle for quite 
awhile,” he added.

This traveling museum will be driven 
during 1949 and 1950 from Mexico to Ore- 
gon. The caravan consists of a priceless 
collection of original documents and ob- 
jects that highlight a series of 14 exhibit 
sections, each dealing with a specific 
period in the state's colorful history. ~ 

The rare historical items, ranging from 
a brass plate Sir Francis Drake affixed on 
California's shores in 1579 to the gold spike 
that linked the first transcontinental rall- 
road, are being taken around the state in 
two specially constructed steel buses. 

An eight-day celebration is planned in 
Monterey during late August and early 
September to celebrate California’s first 
constitutional convention. A specially 
written and produced pageant will be pre- 
sented at that time. 

Next year the centennial celebration will 
be climaxed by a giant celebration of 
statehood on September 9 which will 
centre in San Francisco. It will be one of 
the only major celebrations to be centred 
in a large city as the conterinials commis- 
sion is attempting to carry centennial ob- 
servances to the small towns and areas 
where state history was evadied.

Tt may be opportune to say a few words 
about unnecessary issues of which there 
are regrettably quite a large number is- 
sued, but one cannot afford to ignore them 
@s in future years they attained consid- 
erable value. In many cases they were 
stated to be in issue for only a month, but 
for’ some reason remained in,use for a 
matter of years, Often the standard cata- 
logues issued by the respective publishers 
in different countries, stated they would 
not be listed tn their forthcoming editions 
due to thelr opinion that the stamps were 
entirely speculative and not in any sense 
required for posta] needs 

A case in point is afforded by &t. Kitts- 
Neyis, which colony in 1923 issued a set of 
13 stamps, it being stated at the time that 
they were to raise funds for the establish- 
ment of a cricket ground! Some of the 
leading catalogues announced that they 
Would not be listed for this reason, and 
@ollectors accordingly ignored them. But 
as they were in use for some time collec- 
tors began to ask for them, only to find 
that they were virtually unobtainable. 
The set ranged from ‘4d to £1 and was 
eventually included in the catalogues as 
eommemorating the centenary of the 
founding of the Colony of St. Kitts or 8t 
Christopher, as it was formerly named. 
The set now catalogues the sum of $225.90 
with the three top values, the 5s, 10s and 
41 listed respectively at $22.50, $60.00 and 
$110.00, in unused condition and somewhat 
higher tn used state 
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The Scott catalogue bas more or less 
solved the difficulty by listing some under 
the heading of "tentative issues,” pending 
a decision on their status, while in other 
Cases they are depicted by shingled illus- 
wrenneeagieting below them that in their 
opinion “the set was not primarly issued 
for postal requirements. Latvia had a

RE you a flower lover—with gladi- 
A olus high on your preference list? 

If #0, you can thank the Romans of 
centuries past, for it was they who first 
introduced the gladiolus t the civilized 
world. It is presumed Roman fighters of 
past history first found this flower species 
when they invaded and destroyed Carth- 
age 

L. W, Taverner, president of the Victoria 
Gladiolus Society, has conducted a de- 
tailed research into the history of this 
blossom, and now is certain that if the 
rose is known as “the queen of flowers,” 
the gladiolus should be referred to as “the 
king of them all.” 

The gladiolus, reports Mr. Taverner, is a 
native of Africa, and in common with 
other flowers of African origin, it has no 
fragrance. It depends entirely upon its 
brilliant colors to atiract bees and other 
ingects to spread its pollen from one flower 
to another . 

When the Romans first came acr this 
flower they noticed the leaves resem « 
sword and immediately named it gladi- 
olus, which Ilterally means “little sword.” 


The flower has retained |t@ fame in parts 
all over the world to which it has been 
taken and ultivated . 

The gladiolus is able t© survive on its 
own to a large extent, as it propogates both 
by the bulblets that form on the new 
mother bulb at the base of the stem, and 
by seeds after the flower has faded, These 
seeds are encased In a light, flat cove 
and are spread by the wind ag the pod 
gradually opens and releases them, 

IN DISTANT LANDS 

For almost 2,000 years the gludiolus has 
been @ small though pretty plant until 
the turn of this century when a young 
Scotaman working on the Cape to Cairo 
railroad as a bridge engineer made an 
important discovery, Not far from the 
Victoria Falls on the Zambesi River, he 
noticed some insignificant green and 
brown flowers with sword-like leaves. 

He tended a number of those plantd 
until they matured. Then he dug up 
some of the bulbs and sent them to his 
home in Scotland. He sent some others 
to the Botanical Gardens at Kew, on the 
Thames near London, England, where

Have Equipment 
Ready to Go 


Spring is just around the corner, and 
now isthe time to check farm machinery 
and equipment and obtain any necessary 
replacements. There is probably no more 
forlorn figure than the farmer who has 
just gone t@"the field to seed, hay or har- 
vest, only ter findethat his machine has 
broken down. Next in line for disappoint- 
ment, says W. T. Burns, superintendent, 
Dominion Experimental Substation, 
Smithers, B.C., is the farmer who starts 
his repairs on the day he should have 
started his feld work. 

In checking over machines all dirt, 
grease and olls should be thoroughly 
washed away, using kerosene or gasoline 
where necessary. All bearings and other 
moving parts should be carefully exam- 
ined, and those showing signs of excessive 
wear should be renewed, All bolts and set- 
screws used in adjustments, should be 
checked to be sure they are opreative. 
Machines should also be checked for 
broken castings. These are often indicated 
by the presence of wire. While it may be 
true that the machines were running fine 
the last time they were used, it is equally 
true that time spent checking them over 
during the off-season will eventually save 
time during the busy Summer season 

Objections are frequently raised that 
during the Winter it is too cold to work 
on machines, However, it is surprising 
how much can beAone in a modest sized 
machine shop lf fitted with a smal! stove, 
particularly if the coldest days are 
avoided.

Nursery Stock 


Nursery stock is the term applied to 
shrubbery, vines, trees, etc, The wood of 
top quality stock will be green, pliable and 
with some strong, well-formed buds. The 
roots should be protected from the air and 
be moist or wet, and it is necessary that 
they be kept in that condition until they 
are planted in thelr new quarters and 
growing. Lf the ground is not fit to receive 
them when purchased the planta should 
be “heeled in,” that ts, plarited temporarily 
in @ trench with soil packed about roots. 


Hardy chrysanthemums and most other 
late-flowering perennials may be divided 
when they start to grow. Prepare the beds 
first so that they may be replanted as soon 
as the divisions are made.

Before the sap starts running, prune all 
trees and shrubs. In pruning be careful

First 
a hole is bored in the bottom of the box 
Through this hol# a wick eight inches 
long is drawn., The top of the wick & 
frayed and imbedded in the soll ‘which 
fillgéhe box; the bottom drops into a pan 
below. As long as there ‘s Water In the 
pan the soll will keep molst, and your 
seediing plants will not suffer from lack 
of it 

If a large pan is used, enough water for 
several days may be supplied at one time, 
allowing you to go away from home, even 
during the critical period of infancy when, 
with other methods of watering, daily In- 
spection would be necessary. 

The best material for a wick is fbre 
glass, which ‘s sold for the purpose, and 
which will last for years. A plece of new 
clothes line will also serve for the few 
weeks necessary. to bring up plants, but if 
used too long it will disintegrate. The de- 
gree of moisture maintained In the soll of 
the box may be controlled to some extent 
by varying the height of the box above the 
pan, but be careful not to get the box so 
high that the wick ceases to operate. 


Start Spading in 


F you want your garden plot lo be well 
| prepared, spade it yourself. Weeks 

may slip by waiting for a ploughman 
to do a job which, by the proper approach, 
can be reduced to enjoyable and beneficial 
exercise. ‘ 

The secret is to take it easy. Spading 
is not hard work if done a little at a time, 
A space 30x50 feet can be spaded in a 
leisurely way in eight hours. One hour a 
day for eight days, and the job is done, 

But first, be sure the soll is in condition 
to spade. Never -work soll which is too 
wet; and if the soll ls heavy, don’t wait 
until it has become too dry. There is a 
point bétween extremes when even heavy 
clay can easily be lifted, and will crumble 
under a blow from the spade. You can 
tell this point by using the "mud pie” test. 

Mould a ball of earth in your hang, and 
pat it to make a mud ple. If the ple holds 
together, the soil is too wet to spade. If 
it erumbles, then you can go ahead. 

Systematic spading makes the job easier, 
and more complete. Here is one way to 
do it: Set a definite task for your first 
day's work, say a strip six feet wide, run- 
ning the shortest dimension of the garden. 
At one end dig a ditch, say one foot wide 
and the depth of the spade, removing all

POGWOOD TREES 

A dogwood species Cornus mas with 
showy red fruit was worshipped by the 
ancient Greeks, but no reference to it has 
been found in the Bible. The dogwood 
was dedicated to the god Apollo and he 
presided at all festivals that were staged 
in dogwood groves. A famous celebration 
was conducted in a dogwood grove at 
which the prize of beauty was given to 
the goddess Venus by Paris. When cer- 
tain Greeks destroyed a dogwood grove 
Apollo was very angry, as angry as the 
members of the Natural History Society 
of Victorla when thoughtless people de- 
stroyea many dogwood trees along nearby 
highways by breaking off and carrying 
away large branches covered with gor- 
geous white bloom. To appease Apollo's 
anger, a great festival called Cornus was 
celebrated In commemoration of this 
festival, the botanists of the world have 
applied the name Cornus to all dogwood 
species Around Victoria the wrath of 
Apollo and the Natura!) History Society 
has been appeased. The Flowering Dog- 
wood, Cornus Nuttalli!, is protected by the 
laws of the land The butchering of 
beauty has been stopped and the trees are 
Increasing in number and in size. Twice 
a year Victorians celebrate the feast of 
Cornus, The first or Spring festival is 
when the Flowering Dogwood is wrapped 
in her mantle of gorgeous white bloom 
The second or Fall festival is when the 
foliage takes on its rainbow colors, a de- 
lightful mixture of purple, red and yellow 
The landscapes of Vancouver Island are 
brightened and broken by the Flowering 
Dogwood, This native tree is a heaven- 
sent gift to highlight the dark sober Doug- 
las Fir forest backgrounds.

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Experts Predict 
Better Poultry 


Estrogens are chemical compounds that 
give chickens the akin you love to touch. 
The depth of the skin ‘# Increased, the 
surface becomes smoother and takes on 
a creamy finish that makes for more 
money at the market, 

Research work in progress during the 
last three years at the Poultry Division of 
the Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
indicates that the day is not far distant 
when poultrymen and farmers, by the 
careful use of estrogens, will be able to 
market better-finished birds. And at less 
effort to themselves. 

Work at the Poultry Division shows that 
the compounds prodlice alterations in the 
ehicken skin that result In-an opaque, 
creamy finish and smoothness, Not only 
does this give a look of brightness and 
bloom to the carcass but it prevents the 
darker muscle, which detracts fram the 
appearance of the birds, from being seen 
through the skin. 

There are twe immediate benefits from 
this smoother finish. The apparent quality 
of the bird is improved and this quality 
¢an be obtained without going through the 
costly. ¢nd tme-conguming process of 
feeding soft-mixed feeds to poultry in 
order to put a market finish on them. 

Although further research is required, 
the scientists fee] that certain estrogens 
will be found to be satisfactory from the 
standpoint of improvement of carcass 
quality and at the same time can be ineor- 
porated in ordinary dry mixed feeds. This 
will make it very much easier for poultry, 
men and farmers to properly finish thelr 
birds for market.

HILE the plymbing” fixtures are 
W more glamorous than the piping, 

they cannot give satisfactory sery- 
ice unless the supply and waste piping is 
well designed, adequate and correctly in- 
stalled 

The time to-plan for the concealed part 
or your plumbing system is when you are 
planning the house, You will save money 
and have a more efficient plumbing sys- 
tem, !f you will talk things over with a

All branch lines run- 
ning to groups of fixtures should be 
equipped with separate shut-off valves for 
the hot and cold water

In Orchards 


In full-scale testa conducted in the Oka- 
nagan Valley in British Columbia last 
year, it was found that the new insecticide, 
parathion, was the only one potent enough 
te kill orehard pests such as the European 
red mite, Pacific mite, pear psylla and all 
species of aphids 

Reporting on the testa which were con- 
ducted by Government officials, G. E. 
White, of C-I-L’s agricultural chemicais 
division at Penticton, states that best re- 
sults for mite control were obtained by use 
of 15 per cent wettable parathion at the 
rate of three-quarters of a pound per 100 
gallons of water in cover sprays, One ap- 
plication at the same rate gave full control 
of pear peylia and aphids. When infesta~ 
tions were serious » late season application 
Was necessary.

Victoria Cares for Its Aged Women 


By DOUGLAS KEITH 


PRIL marks another milestone in the 
A history of one of Victoria's oldest 

institutions, the “Home for Aged and 
Infirm Women.” It was more than half 
a century ago that a group of ladies formu- 
lated plans whereby they could help aged 
women in their midst. Industrious, pio- 
neering in spirit and action, these ladies 
eecured a building a short distance from 
the Inner Harbor, had it painted, cleaned, 
and altered to suit their purpose. Proudly 
they watched their ambition materialize, 
and in the first week of April, 1808, wel- 
@omed the first two residents of the Old 
Ladies’ Home. 

Today this building no longer remains 
but replacing it is a two-story brick build- 
ing sheltering 113 women, and requiring a 
staff of 28, including part-time help and 
a full-time gardener. 

For this self-supporting institution to 
expand to such dimensions and to main- 
tain a high standard of efficiency and 
cleanliness has been a task worthy of 
commendation. To have never fallen 
short of the principle that was also the 
home's inception—to care for the aged 
women of the community and to do so on 
tts own means—tis, In the light of the 
home's progress through fifty years, a job 
that only people with true humanitarian 
motives could achieve with success, 

PIONEERS IN WORK 

Four years before the home was opened 
the Local Council of Women, organized 
by Lady Aberdeen, wife of the Governor- 
General of Canada, realized that there 
must be a place where elderly women 
eould live and receive nursing care if nec- 
essary. A friendly help committee was 
formed for this task and thereupon in- 
terviewed the mayor and City Council, 
but without success. Not until 1898 was 
a new committee formed. 

This committee, comprising Mrs, Wil- 
Mam Grant, vice-president of the Friendly 
Help; Mrs. I. Gould, secretary; Mrs, L. 
Goodacre, a district visitor for the society, 
and Mra. H. Carne, who was deeply in- 
terested in this work, met at the latter's 
home where they Immediately defined 
their plans. 

Shortly after they interested Alexander 
Wilson, who was on the board of the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital, and with his as- 
sistance secured the premises now occupied 
by the home. The use of the building, 
then known as the French Benevolent 
Society Hospital, was granted by the board 
of the Jubilee Hospital at s nominal! ren- 
tal with the option of purchase. Mayor 
Redfern donated $150 of civic funds to 
assist In the alterations. Mrs, Grant was 
made president of the first committee with 


Mrs. Carne, vice-president, and Mrs. Gould 
secretary-treasurer. 

At the turn of the century an addition 
of four bedrooms was made and in the 
next two years two more additions were 
needed. In September, 1902, a constitu- 
tion and by-laws were prepared. and 
adopted and the home was incorporated 
under the Bocieties Act. Electric light was 
installed in February, 1904, the telephane 
in 1906. In July, 1905, the property was 
bought from the board of the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. - 
A NEW BUILDING 

Three years later the committee decided 
that, the building was inadequate and a 
contract was awarded for a new brick 
building containing 35 bedrooms, dining- 
room, sunroom and basement. Generous 
contributions were received from the Pro- 
vincial Government, the city and private 
individuals. While the building was being 
erected, the women were housed in tents 
and shacks constructed on the grounds 
from canvas and lumber from the former 
butlding. A number of rooms in the new 
building, opefied in October, 1908, were 
furnished by church ,and-fraternal -or- 
ganizations. 

However, the early years of the home 
Were not just a matter of making an ad- 
justment here and an addition there. It 
was knowing whether or not there was 
sufficient money to allow for the adjust- 
ments and additions, A number of ba- 
taars were held to offset minor expendi- 
tures. During the Great War this prac 
tee was discontinued as the committee 
felt that the people already had ample 
demands upon thelr shoulders. Major ad- 
ditions were made when funds allowed 

Mrs. A, D, Whittier, daughter of the late 
Mrs. H. Carne, recalls when food was a 
problem in the-early period of the home 
Mra. Carne was Wnanaging the Ange! Hotel 
at the time and to asalst in the growth of 
the home supplied\most of the meals from 
the hotel kitchen 

“Whenever cakes or ples were made at 
the hotel, mother always saw to it that 
etre ones were made for the ladies of the 
home.” 

FREED FROM TAXES 

In November, 1908, the committee re- 
ceived a welcome letter, from the city 
clerk stating that the home property 
would be exempt from taxation. They 
also receive free water. The following 
year the Ministerial Association decided 
to hold services each Sunday at the home 
Bishop Cridge helped a great deal with 
the organization of the home and his pic- 
ture along with that of Alexander Wilson 
are in an honored spot tn the home. The 


Salvation Army has a service every Tues- 
day afternoon. 

In 1987 the need for mare accommo- 
dation was so great that property border- 
ing it on the east side was purchased and 
a new wing started, The following March 
property on the west side was also bought 
In April, 1938, the new wing was formally 
opened by Hon. BE. W. Hamber, then 
Lieutenant-Goyernor, 

Today the need is greater still, The 
present waiting list numbers approxi- 
mately 125. 

As the institution progressed with the 
years, the committees in charge also 
changed. Of the original board, there are 
no survivors today. Mrs, Goodacre died 
in 1918, In October, 1981, Mrs. CarneSthen 
an honorary president, died at the age of 
100 years and seven months. She attended 
the meetings until her 100th birthday. 
Mra, Gould died in May, 1936. Mrs. Grant, 
the last of the ‘original board, died Oc- 

“tober, 1043. 
COMFORT IN OLD AGE 


To provide comfort for the aged has 
been a problem since the advent of man. 
That the home has solved the problem 
for the elderly women of Victoria is true, 
but it has taken years of experience. The 
result of this experience has brought 
honor to the home, for today it is Judged 
one of the finest of such institutions on the 
west coast of the North American conti- 
nent, perhapsyeven throughout the Do- 
minion. 

Here, for a boarding house fee, the 
women are given the utmost in care, given 
the feéling that they are home. The ma- 
jority of women have their own rooms. 
The few that are in double rooms are 
mostly bedridden folk where it is advisa- 
ble to have more than one in a room for 
companionship, as well as to help the staff 
in their care of these patients e 

Apart from the three meals a day, each 
lady is served a hot drink at mid-morning 
and early evening. The home does all its 
own cooking and baking and up to the 
middle of 1947 even baked its own bread 
and buns. The home also does all its pre- 
serving. The stock of jams, pickles and 
fruits ts replenished each year with the 
help of severa] women in the home who 
likeeto carry on as they did in their own 
homes. 

The life of the ladies is further abetted 
by the fact that the public, by various” 
methods of its own, has helped bring « 
little more cheer into their later days. 

The Beta Sigma Phi Sorority has aided 
the home a great deal during the past 
several years. Apart from helping with 
the mending and sewing in the evenings, 
they have convened several tena for the 
home, 


World War— Against Locusts

RITAIN is no longer at war; but if 
B you go to two tiny rooms in the 


theart of the Natural History Mu- 
seum In London, you will find headquarters 
of a war, which has continued ever since 
the days of. Phaaoh — endless battle 
against the locust 
No one has ever computed how many 
thousands of millions of dollars locusts 
have cost, and are py A cost the 
world. The damage dane is fond meas- 
ure. During the last 30 years, though, an 
organization has been built up which ls 
at last doing continuous battle with them 
Today over 30 different nations and col- 
oniea send in fortnightly reports of all 
locust moyements to the Anti-Logust Re- 
search Centre in London, and receive in 
return warnings of impending invasion, 
Every one of these countries, too, elther run 
anti-locust campaigns of thelr own, or 
permit foreign missions to do s0. 
INVASIONS ON LAND 
The scale of these campaigns is as great 
as that of any war. During the recent in- 
vasions of the locust (but one of many 
species) locusts swarms were to be seen 
from Pakistan in the East to Morocco In 
the West, and from the US8.R. in the 
north to Nyasaland in the south. Some of 
the swarms exceeded 200 square miles in 
extent, and bands of immature wingless 
hoppers covered in all many thousands of 
aquare miles of country 
Wherever hoppers occurred they had to 
be killed in the few weeks before they 
grew their wings and become full grown 
locusts 
T some countries this was not difficult, 
because there were sufficient roads and 
railways by which to bring poison bait and 
other supplies where they were needed at 
short notice. It was a very different mat- 
ter, though, in the big campaigns in 
Persia and Ethiopia, and particularly im 
Saudi Arabia. 
PLANNING A WAR 
In Baudi Arabia the battle was fought by 
an Egyptian Locust Mission in the Mejas?

Bach Monday morning, after talking 
over the radio-telephone with our head- 
quarters near Jeddah, I would leave camp 
on reconnalsance with two 15 cwt. trucks: 
With me came an Arab guide, two Arab 
truck drivers, a Sudanese interpréter, and 
an Arab servant 

It was my job to find out where the 
locusts were breeding; to organize the 
camps from which the killing gangs would 
operate; to keep them supplied. with 
polson bait, gas and food; to supervise 
thelr work, and to move them on as soon 
as any area was cleared of hoppers.

Usually we stopped for the night far out 
in the desert, aligning the?trucks as a 
shelter fram the wind, and supping by a 
fire of desert scrub, Sometimes, though, we 
would be invited to dine with the Emir 
of some village, dipping our right hands in 
the common dish of rice and mutton, and 
drinking countless cups of coffee. We

Another entertainment was paying the 
coolies, The heavy silver riyals, each 
worth about 50 cents, were arranged in 
piles on the table, and the men filed in 


to give thelr thumb prints, or in rare” 


cases their signatures, and take their pay 
Some were tall and bright eyed, merry 
rageals; some were stocky and dour with 
heavy beards; some were young and almost 
feminine in their beauty. 

There tm the camp they scemed highly 
civilized. Tt was in the field, though, that 
they should be seen, a green maas of hop- 
pers advancing towards them, busy at 
their work. Some mixed the bait, 2 per 
gent sodium arsenite in bran, with the 
Water; Some carried the loaded cans to the 
throwers, and the last scattered the bait 
80 lightly in front of the hoppers that it 
could seareely be seen. On the morrow 
the hoppers would be dead 

All this vast organisation worked to the 
@me end that men like these, Arabs and 
Somalis and Indians, and Afghans, should 
be enabled to kill the locusts in their own 
lands. I was for them that shiploads of

Women Design Men’s Ties 


Trend Is Toward Pastels 


By PAUL K. HOGUE 
EW YORK (NANA).—A_ record- 
breaking 193,000,000 men's ties will 
be sold this year—and women will 

buy about 80 per cent of them. 

That estimate and other tie facta come 
from Myron H. Ackerman, president of 
Men's Tie Foundation, Inc,, a nation-wide 
group of tle and fabric makers which sup- 
plies 80 per cent of America’s neckwear 


Ackerman today offered the following 
for your tie almanac: 

Mr. Average American has 18 ties, each 
of which he keeps ten months; he hangs 
them on a clothes hanger and they slip to 
one end; when he's tired of them, they go 
to a younger relative; it takes him one 
minute to tie a four-in-hand and two min- 
utes to solve a bow tie—and here he usu- 
ally needs help. In basic color, Mr. Average 
has till now divided his ties this way: 40 
per cent red, 30 pet cent blue, 20 per cent 
brown and 10 per cent miscellaneous. 


Other fgvte: More than,92 per cent of 
all men's ties are designed by women; the 
biggest seller is the $1.50 variety; tle sales 
for the first two months of this year were 
21.4 per cent over the same period of 1948 
—even though the asles of other clothes 
items have dropped about 7 or 8 per cent 
Prices, Ackerman says, have not changed 
since the beginning of the war, and total 
retail sales last year amounted to $191,- 
000,000 for 160,000,000 ties. 

SOME EXPENSIVE 

As an afterthought, Ackerman — who 
was wearing a brown neckplece spiced 
with crouched skiers—said that a tie sells 
at up to $3.50, a cravat from $3.50 to $10, 
and a creation is anything over $10. Most 
expensive tie ever sold was a hand-painted 
creation bought by a Birmingham, Ala., 
plutocrat for $2,500. 

Ackerman paused, loosening his tie to 
gain breath. He resumed by pointing out 
that patterns classify tes into the neat, 
the classic, bold and wild. Wearers of the 
“loudest” ties are mostly doctors, while 
brokers sport the most somber, he added. 

Ackerman says that elimination of the 
sult vest for conservation at the beginning 
of the war changed tie fashions. Now they 
are three-quarters to one and one-quarter 
inches wider and from two to four inches 
longer. The increased size covers more 
shirt front and also allows larger patterns. 

The trend in color, Ackerman points out, 
fe toward paste] and ice cream shades, in- 
cluding pistachio, helio, pink, ehocolate- 
brown, light tan, lime, baby blue and 
lemon.

DEFECTS CAN DARKEN CHILD'S 
WORLD 


T is proper for all of us to want a nor- 

mal appearance. This is not vanity; 
it is belng natural, When Nature 
makes a aad blunder and produces a de- 
formed child, the grief-stricken parents 
and the helpful doctors make every effort 
to correct the error. Competent plastic 
surgeons can do wonders and specialists 
learned much while treating the wounded 
men in the last war 

But how about the small abnormalities 
that some babies are borfi with, defects 
that seem so slight; the parents pay little 
attention, often thinking, “He'll grow out 
of it” and then let tie matter drop? 

This is wrong and often cruel because 
children are most sensitive to any behavior 
and appearance that makes them seem 
unusual. Youngsters want to follow the 
crowd, looking and acting alike. Why else 
do you shink so many teen-aged girls wear 
short white socks or why every young boy 
wants to wear Argyle ones? 

A seven-year-old boy was playing hooky 
cormstantly and when his disturbed mother 
dragged him to school, the child would 
hang his head, scowling. The mother and 
the teacher together heard one of the 
pupils call tauntingly, “Hello, Droop Ear!” 
and the little boy's face was crimson with 
anger and embarrassment. 

As tactfully as possible, the teacher said 
to the mother, “Have you ever thought 
that your son might be unhappy about 
his drooping right ear?” 

“No,” answered the mother, “He hears 
all right.

Fort Victoria nearly a century ago.

tian Helmcken, arriving in the fort from 
the vessel Norman Morison, was formally 
introduced to the governor, James Doug 
las, but he was much more interested in 
the governor's eldest daughter, Cecella 

And one of the first romances in the fort 
blossomed into marriage, and so was 
founded one of Victoria's best-known plo- 
oeer families 

Today Helmcken House on Eliiott Street 
is a Provincial Government Museum and 
hundreds of visitors each year step inside 
its front door and shut out the world of 
the present as they examine the doctor's 
sea chest of medicine and touch the crino- 
line gowns in which ladies of the Victorian 
age once made merry 

Helmcken is one of British Columbia's 
best-known names and the doctor's career 
as Speaker of the Legislature for so long is 
well known. Like so many public figures 
Helmcken's real personality is lost because 
little can now be recalled of him, though 
he only died in 1920 and many people still 
remember him 9 

LIFE IN THE FORT 

Helmcken's memoirs, written as he grew 
old, are now preserved in the Provincial 
Archives, and they give a fascinating ac- 
count of life ih the fort. Helmcken wrote 
well; he seemed to have a novelist’s atten- 
tion to small details, almost gossip. He 


was able to put life into his history, for, 


he paid attention to people and thelr or 
dinary dally doings into his writings 

Helmcken House sat in park-like acres 
which stretched south Into Beacon Hill 
Park. To the west was the Douglas home, 
so that Cecelia Helmcken could run across 
the fields each day to visit her parents 
and)-ota\Sir James was close to his four 
Helmcken grandchildren Amy, Edith, 
Harry and James—later the Dr, Jim of the 
90's, as loved as his father before.him 

Douglas, according to Helmcken, that 
day bPthe arrival of the Norman,Morison, 
“was coldly affable but he improved 
vastly on acquaintance afterwards.” Hel- 
meken tells of his first glimpse of his fu- 
ture wife: “ . At the windows stood a 
number of young ladies, hidden behind the 
curtains, looking at the late important ar 
rivals, for visitors were scarce here, but we 
were not introduced. Anyhow, before go- 
ing away, the room of Mr Douglas, partly 
an office and partly domestic, stood open 
and there I saw Cecelia, his eldest daugh- 
ter, filtting about, active as a little squirrel, 
and one of the prettiest objects I had ever 
aeen: rather short, with a very pretty 
graceful figure, of dark complexion and 
lovely*dark eyes, petite and nice. She as- 
sisted her father in clerical work, corre- 
spondence and so forth—in fact, a private 
secretary. I waa more or leas captivated 
Afterwards I heard her singing in the 
church and ashe had a beautiful voice 
pianos at this time were unknown in Vic- 
toria — probably no mfisical instrument 
existéd In Victoria, save the howling and 
barking of dogs and the discordant music 
of Indians from the tom toms.” 

FRIENDLY WELCOME 

Douglas took a great liking to Helmeken 
and so the courting of the young doctor 
was made easy. He was always warmly 
welcomed into the Douglas house, The 
Wedding was earlier than expected, be- 
cause Douglas had to go nowth, He was 
never sure he would return from such ex- 
peditions, travel being hazardous and the 
Indians were not always friendly, On this 
occasion he called Helmcken andtold him 
he would like the wedding before he left, 
for then there would be a man in the 
family to look after Cecella and her sis- 
ters, and Mrs, Douglas, too. Helmcken 
consented and the wedding was in the fort, 
December 27, 1852. Rev. Robert Staines 
was the clergyman, and signing the reg- 
ister as witnesses were James Douglas, 
Joeeph Despard Pemberton and William 
John Macdonald. 

Helmcken has left an entertaining ac- 
eount of the wedding: “About Christmas, 
1852, a wedding in high life took place. 
The day before the time fixed it snowed 
and it smowed—Lord, how it snowed—so 
that’s couple of feet of snow lay on the 
ground. The only thing approaching to 
a carriage was a two-wheeled light cart; 
the governor's carriage was useless. The 
bridegroom Koes to church; the bride and 
her maidens at home, waiting for the car- 
riage. The cArt was at the fort—it had 
traveled a hundred yards, the wheels no 
longer would turn and there was a dead 
stop. The charioteer, a lively, active, good- 
natured French-Canadian gentleman, full 
of resource, got an idea. He sent to the 
store for a drygoods box, cut off the top 
and one side, put a seat in and threw some 
scarlet cloth over all. Having hewn a 
couple of willows growing close at hand— 
of these he made a shaft/and runners all

in one. The box arriving, is fixed upon 
the @plow runners, the horse harnessed, 
the sleigh hastens for the bride and her 
maids 

‘The poor bridegroom is wa 
tiently in the mess room church—here’s a 
pretty kettle of fish, but just then the 
tinkle of sleigh bells Js heard and the bride 
and maids and drygoods box appear. The 
whole party hurry into the church, the 
ceremony proceeding; the clock strikes 
twelve just as the ring is put on the finger; 
the ceremony over, the bride and bride- 
groom leave the church to return to their 
parents’ house for a good time, and then 
the guns roar from the bastions. The bell 
in the middle of the fort rings—the dogs 
howl thereunder—the men fire Muskets— 
all hurrah. Grog is served out al) round, 
there ie feasting, révelling and jollity and 
everybody, heart and wishes che 
handsome, favorite i favored couple 
many happy new ye 

THEIR FIRST HOME 

The newlyweds went to live-in the fort 

in the house once occupied by Governor 
Blanchard. Helmcken describes it 
had two rooms and a kitchen, with mighty 
little furniture—but quite enough for two, 
I had Dick, my Indian, for a servant and 
cook+of course, most of the work had to 
be done by self gnd wife, bul,the Indians 
were very useful for chopping Wood, carry- 
ing water and doing odd jobs. I think 
Dick was paid two blarikets and a shirt 
per month and Indian provisions oc¢asion- 
ally. He was really a good boy The snow 
was very deep at this time and partly for 
this and modest reasons my wife would 
not go out, but after a few days we went 
to see Mrs. Douglas, who scolded us for 
neglecting her—and she was really angry 

the snow offered no excuse.” 

Helmcken tells of the building of his 
house, which had been started before hia 
marriage: “Everything had to be done 
piecemeal. There being no lumber, it had 
to be built with fogs squared oh two sides 
and six Inches thick, The sills and up- 
rights were very heavy and morticed— 
the supports of the floor likewise—the logs 
had to be let into grooves in the uprights. 
The timber had to“be taken from the 
forest—aquared there and brought down 
by water. All this had to be contracted 
for by French Canadians; then, when 
brought to the, bench, I had big oxen of 
the company haul it to the site.” 

Dr. and Mrs. Helmeken remained in the 
Fort some time and then they moved to 
their new home on the edge of Beacon 
Hill Park. Helmcken tells of it in his 
memoirs . it was habitable—roughly 
Unished, plast@fed, but inner doors were 
wanting, so to supply these, grey cotton 
curtains were hung across—the furniture 
did not amount to much, but we were soon 
better supplied, as ® received some from 
England—my firstborn came along be- 
fore the doors had been hung. We had 
only three rooms and a kitchen altogether. 
Of course the boy-baby was a wonder, a 
light hatred, blue eyed little fellow, When 
he was about a month or two old we found 
him dead in the bed one morning. The 
anguish felt at this is indescribable. The 
poor little fellow was buried in the gar- 
den, where the holly now grows—cloge to 
our bedroom window. An oval of white 
daisies was planted around with a daisy 
croas in the centre.” 

SORROW IN FAMILY 

Cecelia Helmcken died young, in 1865. 
Helmcken wrote years later: “Cecelia and 
Lady Douglas went to the opening of 
some¢thing on Church Hill—platforms had 
been erected, the weather turned out bad, 
both Lady Douglas and Cecelia took cold. 
Very little notice was taken of this, and 
my wife kept about as well as she was 
able, but soon pneumonia resulted and a 
few days the end unhappily came, after 
having given birth to a boy. She had 
een a good wife and mother. . .”

ONLY TWO UNITS 

The color television equipment now 
being built by C.B.C. cénsists of only two 
units.

Strategic Importance of Western 


By Lt.-Col F. O. MIKSCHE 


ARIS. — Should mankind not be 
Pp spared the disaster of a third world 
war, and should that war be fought 
between the great coalitions of the East 
and West, the Russian coalition would 
id to base its strategy mainly on a su- 
riority of manpower so as to occupy 
with enormous land armies the air, land, 
and sea bases of the Western powers wher- 
ever this could be achieved by land routes. 
With her vase manpower Russia could 
seize land but could not dominate the 
sea and alt, both Indispensable conditions 
of final victory. The West would remain 
a powerful adversary, both militarily and 
economically even if it had to base its 
atrength only on the American continent, 
the Brilish Isles, and the major part of 
Africa and Australasia. 

The strategy of the Western powers 
would be based on technical and material 
superiority. But could these by them- 
selves decide a conflict? 

The problem of achieving a strategic 
decision by technical superiority alone ts 
closely related to the size of the space 
where it is to be applied. The bigger the 
Space, the more material superiority tn 
space and time is ing dissipated. In 
other words, It is i 
same time everywhere and it seems prac- 
tieally impossible to dominate a big area 
like Eurasia with machines alone. Doubt- 
less, under these circumstances, a war 
between East and West would change 
into a drawn-out struggle between man- 
power and production. 

STRENGTH OF UNITED STATES 


The second world war raised the eco- 
nomic and {industrial strength of the 
United States to a level unprecedented in 
world history, This flying start cannot 
be caught up by any other power in our 
age The key industries of the United 
States produce today half of the total 
world production, and in case of « con- 


possible to be at the’ 


flict this production would be further 
strengthened by the resources of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth ‘ . 

The Soviet Union could never achieve 
more than one-[fifth of the Jolnt output 
of the Anglo-Saxon irdustries but her 
economic and technical position would be 
conaiderably improved by the co-opera- 
tion of the Industries of Germany, the 
Benelux countries and France. This could 
raise ber production to one-third of the 
American and British Commonwealth 
output. 

If the Russians, however, oceupled West- 
ern Etrope, this would mean the presence 
of their air force at the Channel coast, 
where it could operate against the indus- 
tries of Great Britain. In such a case the 
position of the Soviet alr arm would be 
more favorable than that of the Western 
Powers for the simple reason that Lon- 
don is closer to Calais than is the Ruhr 
to the British air beses. 

POSITION OF BRITAIN 

It is probable that in’ a third world war 
Britain would suffer more under alr at- 
tacks than formerly, for technique, In par- 
ticular rocket research, has made great 
strides since the end of the war, 

It could happen that in the gigantic air 
combat the Russians would be able to 
paralyze the British industries while the 
Weatern Powers would obliterate the con- 
{inenlal industrial areas. 

As regards manpower, the Soviet Union 
aléne counts nearly 200 million inhabi- 
tants, Moscow's satellites 96 million, and 
China 450 million, which amounts aito- 
gether to 746 million. The Inhabitants 
of the west, that is America and the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth and the population of 
South America, count about 600 million 
people. It would, however, be difficult to 
draw today an exact balance of the ratte 


of manpower between East and West: we 
do not know at present where many na- 
tions, in particular in Asia, would stand 
in the event of war. China and Germany 
particularly may perhaps be divided be- 
tween the two blocks. And to whom are 
the 17 millon of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries to be added? Should Europe be 
flooded one day entirely by the Russians 
we shall have to add a further 139 million 
inhabitants to the East 
RUSSIAN INDUSTRY 

It remains more than problematical 
whether the industries of the Soviet Union 
would be capable of equipping this enor- 
mous manpower and of supplying them 
with materia! during the war. 

But the real value of the satellite na- 
tions consists only to a minor extent in 
their use as fighting manpower; they are 
far more important for the East as work- 
ing manpower. 

The technically highly-developed Ger- 
man people, France, Belgium, Holland, and 
Crecho-Slovakia could supply millions of 
trained technicians, engineers, wireless 
mechanics, and many other specialists in 
all of which Soviet economy is very defi- 
cient. From the agriculturally highly-de- 
veloped Danubtan countries Moscow could, 
at the same time, recruit important labor 
for food production. 

IN THE LAST WAR 

How would the problem of manpower

11,000,000 men bul only 7,700,000 of them

“erm Europe can Ult the balance in favor 
of the Western powers. And thié trend 
of thought brings us back to the strategic 
significance of Europe: in spite of her 
impoverishment and her present demoral- 
ization she ts «till of defenaive military 
value. For the West ber importance lies 
in the supply of fighting manpower, for 
the East in reasons of war economy. 

A United Europe would spell the end of 
Communist dreams whatever they be: in 
war or peace It would be an effective dam 
to Soviet conquest, or infiltration. There- 
fore the Soviet Union will oppose the uni- 
fication of Evtrope, whereas it ts the vital 
interest of the West to press for #.
